Principles, of which 'tis hard to (ay, whether they 
are more dangerous by being too weak to bear a 
Government, or fpecious enough to tempt Prin- 
ces to truft to their Support. But in this they 
have help'd to difcover their pernicious . Fallacy 
and Cheat, and have had the Honefty to profefs 
what all others never fail to pradile. By doing 
ib, and maintaining Self-prcfervation to be one 
of . chefirft and mod fundamental Laws of Na- 
ture, they have had the Honor to pave the way 
to your Majefty's happy AcceflSon to the Grown. 
So that your Majefty has at once an Inftance of 
the Innocence and Ufefulnels of this Principle, 
in fome of the moft Loyal of your Subjects at 
Home, and of the moft hearty of your Allys A- 
broad, the People of the Cevennois, whom you 
are gracioufly pleafed to afltft in a<5ting agreeably 
to its full Purport.

Nor can the Diflenters tell what other meaning 
this Charge can have, in which they can be con- 
(Jern'd.

Right and Public Advantage indeed are always Arguments 
to hone (I Minds ^ and engage \m to purfue every thing that 
tomes under that Reprefentation^ But to Party men^ who 
always ail from private viewsy they only ferve as Cautions 
ngainft a publick Oppofition^ of that which makes fo advanta^ 
gtous an Appear ance^ and a Hint to pretend to promote it or

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fuch a Power vefted in the Magiftratc or in the Churchy 
mufl: nec&pTarlly hinder the Propagation of Truth inftead 
of promoting it, (ince there are infinitely more Churches 
and Magiflrates in the Wrong than in the Right. The 
glorioQs French Example of Henry the Third, that SirH. 
(to his Honor be it remembePd, with the other French Pre- 
cedents he followed in his Addrefs to K.James) propofcs Dcd. p. j. 
as a Pattern of promoting Truth for her Majefty to foUow, $• 4* 
couM only have promoted the worft of Errors, the In- 
fallibility of Popifh Tenets/ and a Right to perfecute all 
that don't hold 'em. Sure the way to propagate Truth 
and Error can't be the fame ; nor can Truth ever be main* 
tain'd by means, that will equally* ferye to eftabiifh Fal- 
fliood. The way by which Chriftianity at firft fpread it 
fclf,. and up6n wnich the Reformation is founded^ is, that 
every Man flioq'd judg freely of Truth for himfelf, and 
jfhat no Man fhou'd judg of it' foranfetfifen And one 
wcu'd think this had been a Precedent more worthy of 
her Majefty and Sir H. than a PraSice, that^ the greateft 
Support of Slavery and a falfe Religion. And till this 
Principle fhall obtain rtjore univerfally, we muft not won- 
der that fo few Nations in the World, and fo very few in 
thofe Nations are either Votarys to Truth then>(elvcs, or 
deferve the glorious Charafter of being itsWitnelTes tq 
others. 

V. For thcfe Reafons the Proteftant Diflenters think all 
peaceable Diflenters fhould be exempted from allPeqaltys, 
not\^^ithftanding their DifTent from any Articles, tho they 
wefQ effential to Chriftian Faith or WorCbip. But they 
think they have a peculiar Right to be tolerated in their 
peaceable DifTent from things, that are allow'd by the 
Compellers tliemfelves to b$ txthtv faulty or uMeceffary. 
^f anv Man had a Right to enforce Points of Faith and 
Woruiip^ and Force weVfe proper to coiivitice, 'd'nd to pro- 
pagate the true Faith aod worfbip, yet wou'd there be 
' E no 
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no rcafon «> ufe i^ to «forc^ things own^d to be perfectly 
indifFerem. The advantage of the Society being the end 
aod ndeafare of Lawgiving, indifTerent things ought not 
to be the matter of Laws. And Laws being thedired:- 
uig of a MaB for b&s good, ^ to dire£l him to ufe thiiigs> iti^ 
different* i% *as if, a Phyfician inftcad of pre(crihing good 
Druggy fliou'd order his Patient a chip in Porridge. Laws 
are to reflrain Men from hurtful A3:ions : But to reftrain^ 
'e«ti from icioocent ones, which will do 'em no harm^ is 
like a four Pbyfician^ to confine his Patient unnecelTariLy 
to his Bed,, or to ty blm up to one certain fort of Meat 
and Drink, whereby he renders Jiimfelf intolerable to the 
Patient, and the reft of his wholefom Rules lefs regarded, 
and more uneafy thaa otherwlfe they would be; 
' The Maximj that Magiftrates have an undoubted 
Right to commaqd ^ Omnia licita 8? honefta,^ which ha^ 
been fo induftrioufly inftUM into the Minds of Maeiftrates 
and. People of late, has done more mifcnief than one 
eou^d eafily imagine. And if this was to be the meafure of 
the Magiftrates Authority, his Laws might foon come t(^ 
he no wifer than the Decrees, that were made by the Ste- 
Hate of Women in the Reign ofHeliogabalus : iprijoinfri^ 
achoufand,Impertifleacy& relating toDrefs, Place, Carri- 
age, Vifits, Ceremonys, Salutations, and a multitude of 
tothcr inconvenient; Fbrmalitys. Or as thofe which were 
jfnadeby chat prudent Erixperpr himfelf (the Uneafinefs 
of whofeReigntohis^je^proceeded as much front 
Humor as Vice) who ai ope time ordered all the Spider- 
webs of Rome to becolJeQe^, that he might }tW^'6f 
its Magnitude ; and at another a thoufand Mice, Ratsf^ 
' Wli^afek and Polecats, iRofcder to exhibit them in a pub- 
iick Sihew to the -peipb, , ior/ome.deep Policy like the for- 
rMf. And yet thofe who prora'gate tl?is Doftrin mu/i own 
thatthefcLawseRJoinM.pothjflg^ hbnieftd.' The 

Jewilh Laws did not only enjoin * licita & honefta,' but 

things 
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tUr^ necelEn'y . to tb^t Difpenfation/ And yet th^t 
Oecoflomy is caU'd an intolerable Yoke by St. Peter, be- 
caufe there were fuch a number, of Injnn(iioQs, ^hkh 
were only nccelTary upon fonie certain iSuppofkions. If 
Magiftrates fhouM exert this Authority in the Churchy 
wlikh the Priefts arefo de/irous to give ^em, a Complaint 
of a celebrated Father againfl: the Church in his time, for 
the multiplicity of its Cerenjonys, would be very apph*- &.Aiig.ia 
cable to ours, ' that the condition of the Jews was more ^ ^p- ^ 

* tolerable than of the Chriftians. And if the Advocates ^*°""* 
for this Principle did but once feel the full weight of it, 
they wou^d quickly chsinge it for a better, and fubftitute 

this ki the room of it, that Magiftrates have an undoubted 
Right to comiiiand ^ Omnia jufta & utrlia, 

L Thus far we have the Honor to agree with SirH. 
M. io his (latif^ the bounds of a Toleration, and ja 
fome of hi& Reafons for giviqg it To large a Compafs. It 
may ierve to clear this matter better, if we contiaer how 
far $irH. is confident with hlpifelf, and us in his other 
Notions and m his PraSfice. And to begin with the laft, I 
wouM humbly defire Sir H. to confides with himfclf, how 
far he has been from tolerating the Diffenters in the fame 
' mannerhe defires to be tolerated. For qotwithftandin] 
aU his (u'etenfions to Temper and Tendernefs, :he teli 
*em, ^ That they have fet up an arbitrary Difpenfing B.p.2.§.a; 

* Power in their ownConfciences, whereby they are ena- 
. * bled to go to Church for their Profit, and to a. Convert- 

* tide for their Principles^ That is in Ibort, th^t they jrd 
a pack of JHtypopritical Knaves, who pretend tdConfci- 
ence, and purfue nothing but their Advantage. And 

^ agreeable to this.gentle Method of treating 'em^ he tells 
em^ ^ That they are unfit to be trufted as Executors or prcf.p. 2* 

* Giwfdiws.' ,Jf Sir ^. had laid this down ashis private S.5* 
Opimoo, 4)owever inde^j? nt Jt might be for h im to expref s, 
Idarefay the PifTenters* wou'a not h^ve plac'd it in tt^

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Hiftory of their Perfccutions. Sir H. pofftbly might be 
aware of this, and therefore that they might not efcape 
foeafily, by lay ing it down as a Fa6^, that they are not 
trufted witn fuch Charges by the generality of Diflenters, 
hegives an accent to the Refledion (which the DifFenters 
pouibly might elfe have flighted, as much as Sir H. fays, 
he ihall the Reflexions of his Antagonifts ) and gives 
it as the Opinion of a Body of Men, who know^em the 
beft, and it feems according to him, trufl: 'em the lefs 
for it. What elfe couM provoke Sir H. to fay a thing fo 
Prcf. p. 2. void of all Truth and Probability ? ^ That the Diflenters 
S* ^ ' have generally more Wifdom than to entruft thofe fort 

* of Occafional Conformifl:s to be Guardians of their 

* Children, or Executors of their Wills : Unlefs it be for 
the fake of the Quaintnefs and Chime of what follows : 

* Who yet, (ayshe^ defire to be en trufted by the Govern* 
^ Wnt with the Guardianfhip and Execution of the Laws 
^ of their Country. And pofliblythis is not the only In- 
ftance, where a fancy M ele^iancy of Expreflion, may 
have led Sir H. into a miftake^ both when he a^s the Hifto* 
rian and the Difputant. / 

But I find how large foever Sir H^s Notions of a Tole- 
ration in general are, smd of his own 'in particular, yet 
the DiiTenlers are not tne only Men, ^ that have (et up an 

* arbitrary difpenfing Power in their^ Confciences** : For he 
can break thro thofe Bounds at any time to get at an Oc* 
cafional Conformift, or to make a beautiful Period, . An 
irideceqt Exp'reffion agf infl: Sir H. is Perfecotion : But Sir 
H. it feems has a liberty to rob Men of their good Name, 
and expofe'em for afting from a. Principle of Confcience-, 

,^ asMeq not fit to be trufted in the common concerns of 

\\ Life and Frien^fliip. Arid all this is yet to confift with tei> 

dernefs too. But this is not only to take away theGuardi- 

aiJhip and Execution of the Laws from honcftMeo, but as 

farasillysin Sir. H. thdiiberty of following their refpeo- 

tivc 
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tivc Trades too, which Sir H. himfelf makes one loftaoce B.p.5.$4* 
of a Toleration ; fince he that's not fit to be truft£d as an 
Executor, is as unfit to be dealt with as a Merchant. 
Thefeare fomeof Sir H's * Tendemeffes for the Diffen- 
^ ters, fomeof his gentle Methods, of his Reafons, Ar- 
' guments, and good Examples defignM for the Convic- 
tion of the Occafional Conformifts. 

II. Now fince it appears how little Sir H^sPraQice a-- 
;rees with his own Rules, we muft not wonder if we find 
lis Conclufions fometimes contradid his Principles. The 
Inconfiftency of fome of Sir H's AiTertions with his No* 
tions of a Tokratipn, which feem to be the fame with, 
ours, may be confider'd as Exceptions to the Principles 
we have laid down concerning it ; and may for order fako 
be digefted under the. following Heads, i. Thattho a 
Toleration ought to be given to a conflant Diifenter, i» 
ought not to be given to an Occafional Conformift» 
2« That to incapacitate an Occafional Conforoiift for all 
Places and Employments, is not inconfifient with a Tole-? 
ration, j. That Penaltys are not an improper Method 
to Convince. 4. Or at ^ft to difpofe Mens Minds foi? 
Convidion. <. That the IDifTenters are not capable of 
Emf^oyments Dy the A£b of Toleration. Or 6. That i^ 
tthey are capable by that Law or any odKr, they £h(m'd 
not be fuffer'd to remain io. 

i. Sir H. thinks in the firft place, that tho a Tolera^ 
tlon ought to be continued to a confiant, whom he.'s 
pleased to call a confcientious Dijfenter^ yn no Tolerjuion ap^.f^., 
^ughf to be given to the Occafional Conformift ; whom he opf* 
pofcs to a Confcientious Difieoter. But why ihould not 
ifae DifTenter that occafionally conforms^ have the benefit 
of a Toleration as well as he who never does ? Is not 
an Occafional Cooformift a Diflenter ? And is not his 
Mind as free as any others ? Is not every thing that is 
not iatfod^c^d wkh Love, and Kindneis as< unlikely,, and 

are. 
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• aire riot getftteMethods, Rcafdns^ Argumeoetand a good' 
Example as likely to convince the former as the l^ter ? 
Can any Penalty be coofiftent vf'xth the Toleratidn erf" 
this Man, which is inconfiftent with the Toleration of 
that ? Or to examift this Pofition by our Arguments for a 
Toleration,as well a^jby Sir H's Notions of onc^muft.tviery 
DilTenter be exempt from Puniibment, bcctufp hecanY 
help believing as he does^and fboald not aft other wife than 
he thinks he ought ; and muft an Occaiional COnfbrmifi 
be punifhM, becaufe he believes both tte Church of Eng^ 
hnd and the Difrentrng Churches to be good and lawful 
Mes, and becaiife be thinks be ought in confcience to 
communicate fomedmes "with the one, and fometinaes 
\vkh toother ? If no Man has a Right to.puaifh any 
Diflenter, can any one have an Authority to punifh an 
^ Occafional Conformift ? Or if Punifhment can^t alter any 
man's Opinion, w^hy ihould it be applyM to being over 
htm? Or why is dhe true tide of tfaeQueftioaabodtOc^- 
caiion^ICorfformity, likelier to befenvMby Pedaltystfaaii 
the Truth of other Fropofitions ? Nay, fince rfier^s lefs 
difl^erence bet ween an Occafional Conformift and a Church* 
man, than between other Dilfeqters and a Churchman^ 
thd other Diflenters were to be puiiifh'd, why Ihouldhe? 
Let any man (hew me any difl^rerice, why thefe Argu^* 
ments, by which Sir H. and we have provM the Right 
which Diflenters have to a Toleration, doa^t hold equally 
juft in both thefe Cafes. 

Sir M.4t feems thinks that the.Rcafon why thefe Argu- 
ments don't hold good in the cafe of the Occafional Con- 
fo^mifl:s, tho they do in that of the conftant DilTemer^ is^ 
that the Occational Conformift does not difteat out of 
<ronfcience of the Unlawfulnefs to conform. For ao> 
^cording to Sk H's way of reafmnog^ ^ he tlud: coii«> 
forms lometimes, fbe ws that te thinks tte Terms of 
Churdi<>ommunion are not finfol^ and therefore his 

Separa* 
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Separation he fays is wilful. Now a Toleration being ^p-^^7- 
only due to tender Confciences, and not to our ftubbora 
and cprrupt Wills, Sir H. thinks the Occafibnal Confor, 
fhift is not entit^Pd to a Toleration, tho the Diflenter is. 
Itakethisto be Sir H's meaning, when he anfwers this^P*<^'S-<^* 
Objeftion, How any one * that thinks going to a Mqet^' 
' ing to be a Crime in an Occafional Conformift, qaa 
' think that a Toleration ought to be continued long ? 
thus: * Th'it there are no Prettiife? tp warrant fuch a fe- 
Were Conciufion upon the Comtpojis, , For he asks^

Conformift is no; Confcieritious^Pillpnter. ' 
' ^ut in.the firft place, to aflign a Confcmtious DiJJenteras: 
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the only OhjeSt of a Toleration, is fubvcrting all Toleration \ 
and inftead of proving it every Diflenter's Right, ren- 
ders it dcfeafible ^nd precarious. A Confcientious Diflcn- 
tcr is the Diffenter that a£is according to his Confcience^ 
Now if the Magiftrate tolerates none but them, whom he 
thinks to aft according to their Confcience, it may hap- 
pen, that he may tolerate none at all : For fome men have 
thought all Dinenters ill men, and to aO: againft their 
Confcience ; and a great many have thought both Dif- 
fenting from the Church, and the negle£l of Ocgafional 
Conformit]^ as great an Abfurdlty in it felf, and as great a 
Contradiftion to the DiiFenting Principles^ as any one 
pretends Occafional Conformity to be now. And Sir H.. 
nves us re^fon to fufpeft, that he does not think more 
ravourably of any of the Diffenters than of the Occafio- 
nal Conformifts. For he feems to fuppofe, that ^tis ' their 
s.p.6.§.2. * ffubborn and corrupt Wills that make 'emdiffeat, and 
* put 'em under adlncapadty to ferve their Prince, and. 
^ Country. Suppofing then Sir H. to be fole Ma- 
giftrate, neither Occafional Conformifts nor conftanc 
piflenters muft be tolerated. But jt is not only cramping 
a Toleration, but rendering it impra&icable, to make it 
extend only to confcientious Diffenters ; fihce no Magi- 
ftrate can tell who is Confcientious, and who is not. In* 
ftead therefore of faying, that none but a Confcientious 
Diffenter (Sir I^. had talkM moxt like a man, that was in 
•earneft for a Toleration) if he had faid, that none but 
peaceable KfTenters fhould be tolerated. 

But how does it appear Iq the fecond place, that an Ocr 
cafional Conformift is no Confcientious Dijfenter ? Both the 
Friends and the Enemys of the Diffenters tell us, that 
Occafional Conformity is againft the Intereft of DiiTcnters ; 
and the Occafional Conformifts declare to the World they 
zQ: by no other Principle, than the Di£):ates of their Con^ 
fcience, when they both fta ted ly DifTent, and when they 

occaHo- 
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occafionallv conforin. If Sir R won^t believe tbem^ 
who muft be Judg ? Sir H. ? How comes be by ao Autbo- 
rity to judg his Brother ? Is he not fetting up an loquifitioa i^p^S-i* 
then to trvand punifh Hypocrites, which he pretends fo 
much to abhor, and which he thinks the DilTeoters have (b 
little rcafon to fufpcCt ? But Sir H. fays *tis plain he does not *• P^*7- 
a6): confcientioufly : ^ For Cbnfonniag and Noo^oooform* 
^ ing are Contradiflions, and nothif^ buta firmFerfoa* 
^ (ion that the Terms of Comoninicn (he ^ould have 
^ faidconfhnt Communion) in the Church of England 
^ can juftify the one ; and chat condemns the other. We 
have examm'd before what the Occafiooal Conformift al- 
ledges, to prove that his Practice is not a Cbntradidioo.

If therefore Sir H. who thinks Occaikmal Conformity a 
Contradidtoh, (houki conform OccafionaBy^ be wouMbe 
no OonfeientKHis Man. But nothing hioders^tho the Prac- 
tice ibould be a ContradifHon, wfav a DifTeoter who Ibould 
continue it and does not fee that Coaan^Q^onj fhoukl be

in a right DifpoHtton : And then Sir H's Scheme w!Il be 
this. The Di(!enter$ are to be tolerated that they may be 
convinced, and perfecuted that they may be difposM for 
Convi^ion. But Perfecution being to precede, the Dif- 
ienters woo^t have much to thank Sir Hi for, fince for a 
good reafod (which we fhall give prefently) their Tole- 
ration is hardly ever like to foibw. 
. But if Hardfbips and Inconveniences Mrere the only 
thing neceffary to difpofe the DifTenters for Convifliion; 
a|k^§.i« or ir nothing more was needful than to cnchne Men * by 

* Intereft to make a more fiivorable Enquiry into the Nature

For the Dideoters find fo many Difadvatitages by their 
Separatbti) and have fo many agreeable Profpeas in a 
Return, that they don't want Temptations to conform, 
neither of the one fort nor of the other. Their Diftancc 
from the CbQrch tias nothing attending it but Reproach 
and Difficulty, befidesthefatisfaftionort heir own Minds. 
They are precluded in a manner from Ufefufnefs, Honor, 
and Preferment ; and have little left 'em, but as Sir H. in-

ErejudicM by nothing fo much as Paflion^ nor Falfhood 
e lb ef}e£lually fupport^ by any thing elfe. 

But after all, if 'tis proper to make Men wiflb a thing to 
be true, in order to convince ^em that it is fo ; and that 
DiOfenters want the Invitations of Advantages to make 
s*i^*§*3«^em Churchmen; why, fuioeSirH. don't deny but Occa- 
(ional Conformity is cu fervice to the Church, ^hy> I 
fayj is he againft the Dtffenters having thofe Advantages 
by It that thej now have, in order to convince 'em of 
its Lawfulnefsand its Expediency ? and why does he think 
upon bis Principles, that Occadonal Conformity will be as 
much pra^iis'd after 'tis no Inlet into Places, as now it is ? 
For if Sir H. thinks that Occafional Conformity will con- 
tinue alive without any thing, but Principles to fupport it^ 
and yet thinks the Church in danger without giving her 
greater advantages than thofe fhe has, either he muft think, 
that the Princi pies of Occafional Conformity are better thaa 
thofe of Conftant Conformity, and fo need the foreign Sup - 
port of Advantage lefs, or elfe that the OccaHonal Con- 
formifts are better Men than the Churchmen, and will da 
that from tTieir Principles, which the Churchmen without 
concomitant Advantages won't do from theirs. 

But if notwithftanding the Inconfiftency of this Opi- 
nion with Truth, and another of Sir H's Affertions,. 
he ihall think the raifing Mens Paflions a proper 
meiins to make 'em think cooly and enquire ; let 
us fee, y^htth^v inquiring into the Nature and Excellency 
• of the Church, te the End for which Sir H. wou'd have 
this Method us'd ? And without all queftion it is not. For 
if Incapacity s and Deprivations were only to make Men 
enquire into the Nature and Excellency of the £ftablifl>M 
Church, they fhould be prefcrib'd ta fome Churchmen. 

For 
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For all Churchmen have 4iot made that Enquiry";! .and 
then they ought to be incapacitated for all OfBces, to make 
them enquire into the Excellency of a Church, to which 
they contormM only from Education, Cuftom,Eafe or Ad* 
vantage. And if Men were only to be incapacitated to 
make 'cm enquire into the Nature and Excellency of the 
EftablifhM Church, then as fomc Churchmen fhou'd 
be incapacitated, fo all DiiTenters fliou'd not. For 
fome of 'cm have enquired into it as much as they can 
already. They aflure us they have,, and appeal to Heaven 
for the Truth of it. And Sir H. ought in Charity to 
believe tbecn : I'm fure 'tis out of his Province to judg 
whether they have or no. That mufl: be left to Al- 
mighty God, who only knows their Capacity s and Op- 
portunity s, and v^ho therefore alone can determine wlw- 
ther they have made the Enquiry as diligently as they 
cou'd, or whether they have not- Ay, but^fiiysSir H. 

* They have not fufficiently enquir'd, forif they had, Pref. p. 2. 

* they wou'd by confequence not be occasionally, but ^ '• 
^ heartily and Hncercly reconcil'd to the Church.' Sir H. 
ftou'd have (aid conftantly and entirely, ,if he wou'd have 
talk'd charitably or agreeably to the tenor, of his Argu* 
meot here. So that with Sir H.:eiiquiringiii]to the Nature 
and Excellency of the Churchy and conforming ^ininter* 
ruptedly to it, arc the fame thii^. Now Sir H. fpeaks 
out, what he has been but muttering before. And the 
Diffenters are to bef . panifh'd by. Depcivaticms and la- „ 
capacity s; that tbey may be forc'd to conform. And not 

as hehas been pretending all this while, - that 1they may be 
dilpos*d to ConviOion, by being made to wifh, that they 
cou'd conform, in order to make 'em enquire into the Nap 
ture and Exodlracyof tfaeCburdh f hey. are caxqiifOrm 
to,. .And thoi'iade^ 'tis iw, difference- to the Piffclolter, 
whether .he be: poorQfoE to triake him' conform to the . '■ 
Church, or whether he be puniflb'd, that by being brought 
^<i G 2 to 



to wiih he oouM cttiibrm^ and enqmriog into Confdf mkf, 
be may be convinc'd 'tis his Duty ; yec the latter is the 
fairer pretence for a Perfecutor to make of the two. So 
that Vtn forry for the Truth's fake, Sir H, cou'd think of 
cither of thefc MctlK)ds ; and for his Reputation's fafce^ 
that he did not rather keep to the laft. 

5. But Sir. H. thinks that if depriving and incapacitat- 
ing the DifTentcrs of all Offices won^t do any Service to 
the Church, yet that at leaft 'tis no Injury to the Diflen- 
tttrs. Becaufe they have w Title to hold Offices, or fo much 
as to the capacity of holding 'chi ly the J£f of Toleratwe, 
B.p.3.§.3.)Pbrittsfaid, * That the Aft of Toleration makes no Pro- 
^ vifion, that any Diflenters from the National Church 

* Ihou'd be thereby entitul'd or qualify 'd for publick Offi* 

* ces and Employments.' And that therefore todifqualify 
'em is not contrary » the Toleration. Admirably well 
argued 1 No more does it make any Provifion, that . any 
Diffentcr from the National Church, fliou'd be thereby 
endtuPd and^ualify'd to poflefs an Eftate ; and does it 
thereforp follow, that to difqualify the DifTenters frompof- 
fefling an Eftatc, . a not contrary to the A^ of Tolerati- 
on ? A OilTenter enjoys his Rights and Privileges by the 
£ime Laws tfast other Men do. Some psrtal Laws hsd 
de]^ivMthe DifTenters of feveralofthofe Rights ; andaU 
that the Tokratibn does, is to reftore thofe that were 
tflfken away ; but i^ xan'c reftore thofe that, never \irere 
taken away. : Now the 'Capacity of holdioga Plaxire, and 
thcadaial pojSeflion of one, wbro^neysf ] taken from an 
Occaibnal Conforpiiii by any Law whatfoever : ikm* 
therefore does the Occaiional Con for mift watH: aTolera*- 
tion to reftore 'em. > 

Nor can it be faid, chat to^deprive ^ad tncapadtate the 

DifieiStersof all Offices, is Mi mcon0i»t mth the Jlicf 

t,S*3§.a- ToUratkm. Sir H. indeed fays Jc istKJt^updn this Reafow; 

. Bfic^ufe the Toleration only exempts the DiiTcnters iroih 

^ '< the: 
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kfaePecuiltysof certain Laws mentbnM and eoumeratcd 
iotbat A&. And if a Bill had pafsM to incapacitate Difr- 
fen ters from holding Offices, Sir H« fays it had inflided ^ 
no Penalty that the Toleration exempts ^em from. No^ 
but it wou'd have inflided a new Penalty : It wou'd have 
been a Penalty in the nature of a Fine to thofe who pofleis 
feme fort of Places, and in fome Inftances without a falva 
Contenemento. And it wou'd have been a Penalty 
and a Temporal Punifliment upon all, for not conforming 
to the National Church, inftead of the gentle Methods 
of Reafoh, Arguments, and a good Exam{de. TheTo- 
leration does not exempt the DiUenters from being bum: 
in the Cheek : But I fuppofe if a Law (liouM pafsto burn 
'em a]} in the Cheek, Sir H. wouM hardly think it was 
confiftent with the Toleration. For the A8t of Tolerati- 
on being an eafe given to tender Confciences, allPenalty^. 
are inconfiftent with ir. And if this incapacitating BiU 
had pafs'd, a new Aft of Toleration wou'd have been as 
xicccfrary to exempt the Diffenters from it, and to reftor^ 
'em to their Capacity, as the AGt of Toleration, that 
pafs'd in the fird Year of the Reign of K. William and 
Q. Mary of ever Glorious Memory, was to reftore 'em 
to other Rights, and to remove other Penaltys, which 
were in force againft 'em. Indeed Sir H. pretends, that 
the OccafionalConformiftsftood excluded from Places, by 
t}ie plain Intent and Meaning of tbq Corporation and 
Teft A(is. If they hac^ there wouM have been irior^ 
.^ce in Sir H-s Argument, becaufe the Aft of Toleratioo 
has not exempted the Diflenters from, the Hardfhips of 
thofe A£is. But I hope to convince the Reader in another 
place, that the Excludon of Qccafional ,Conformiii% is 
/leither the meaning of tj}e A^s, npr^ t^ie; Oe%o' of; the 
tPratgersof them. I ibaU^Mily fatyrtijs iij^nfwcraf prc- 
fcM^ that Sir H. knowsverywelj, ths^t this;WQa'd not 
pafs for the plaia Intent ao^ Mea^og of thofe A&i in 
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Wcftminfter-Hall. OriF itwou'd, there had^bccn no 
need of this Bill, which Sir H. has taken fo much pains 
• to defend. 

Haying premisM this, I believe we may be able toan- 
fwer the Query s Sir H. puts upon this Head, in which he 
every where mightily abounds ; and with this Peculi-' 
arityi, that tho Query s are Appeals to the common fenfe of 
Mankind, upon the confidence that no body can difagrec 
with the Querift, Sir H. generally puts his, where there's 
the greateft need of Arguments to convince, and wherci 
the common Senfe of Mankind is the moft againft him: 
*.p^.5^. The firft Query is, ' Whether there be one word in the 

* 'whole Adl,' i.e. of Tdleration, ^ to that puVpofe,' viz,. 
of qualifying a Diffenter for publick Offices and Employ- 
ments. Anfvv. No. Nor need there be any fuch 
Claufe in that Aft, to make the difqualifyingof Diflenters 
aPerftcution. Qu. *Did the Diflenters ever defire anj^ 

* fuch thing?. Anfw. What thing do you mean? To 
- bequalify'd? Yes, they think they are qualifyMby Oc- 

cafional Conformity according to Law, and defire tocon- 
tinuefo ; and wou'd think it very hard if their Cafe may 
not.bealterM for the better, tliat it fliouM bealtcr'd for 
the worfe. Qu. ^ Or did they defire any thing more thad 

* Liberty of Confcience to lerve God in their own way.' 
Anfw. No. And therefore they defire to be free from all 
Deprivations and Indapacitys, for fcrving God fometimes 
in a Church, and fometimes in a Meeting, which is one 
way by which they *think they cati fcrve hini. He goes on, 
Qu. ^ And to enjoy their Liberty s and Propertys ? Anfw. 
Some Places are Freeholds and a part of their Property, 
and therefore they defire not to bcdivefl:ed of 'em ; and a 
Opacity to enjby a Place is their Right, and a part of 
Englilh Liberty ; and therefore they hope they fhan^t be 
deprived of it neither, for ferving God in their own w^y ; 
tior that a Law Ihou'^d pafs to do it, upon which they 

fhouM 
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fhouM find themfelves . ' troubkd with Profecutioos for 

^ Confcience only.' So felfly is it laid, that ^ this Bill only J^ ?• ^ 

* fecur'd the EftablifhM Government in Church and State, 

* by fuch gentle Methods as are confiftent with the AQ; 

* of Toleration. For in a word, 'tis equally inconfiftent 
^ith a Toleratioato take away any Privilege, the Perfon 
tolerated enjoys by the virtue of the AS of Toleration it 
iblf, or by any other Law ; and equally inconfiftent with 
it to enad a Law, that has a Penalty which the AQi of 
Toleration has exempted a Diffenter from ; or to enad: Zr 
Law that infTidh a Penalty,, which not exiftiog before the 
A£l of Toleration, that aQ cotfd not exempt him from. 
And *tis but quibbling inftead of arguing, toaflert the 
contrary, and to defend the Bill by fucn an AfTertion. 

6« But it will be faid,^ that if the DilTenters are capa^ 
bleof publick Employments by the Ad of Toleration^, 
or by any other Law ; yet that &hey oughi not to be ful- 
fer'd to continue fo, becaufe they are Hypocrites and^ 
Schifmaticks. AJl DifTenters but Occadonal Conformi{& 
arebarr'd already,, and they it feems ought to be : And 
here lys the Stren^h of what may be faid againfl them. 
For tho we have prov'd the Right a Diffenter has to a< 
Toleration in general, and fliew'd that an Occadonal Coh- 
formift has the lame Right with other Diflenters, andi 
that depriving and incapacitating, him is a Persecution, that 
is neither proper to convince him, nor to difpofe him to- 
Conviftion, and that 'tis inconfiftent with the A£l of To- ^ 
leration ; yet if we can't (hew that the charge of Hypo- 
erify and Schifm ought not to impeach their Right, the 
main Objeftion wou'd be left unanfwer'd* I (hall there- 
fore apply my felf more particularly to confider 'em. Firft 
it is faid in proof, that if they have a^Right to fome Pla- 
ces, and to a Capacity of all, that Right (houM not be con- 
Unu'd tQ 'em, becaufe they are Hypocrites, Sir H:, fay^, b. ^.e.f^ 
their Separation is a wilful one, and. that they only con> 
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form for an .Office, tho 'tis a pretty he afJigns, 

.. . viz. becaufe every Man that has 46 Office does conform. 
Bur, 1. the Occafional Conformitts defjre leave to be 
heard to the Plea of Hypocrify that's* made ufe of againft 
^ein^ and alledg that the Fa6l is falfe, and tfic Confequence 
tunjoft. ^ ' T^ey in the firft place laj^ it^'Sbwrj that they 
' are no Hyb6crites. ^ A Hypocrite is oile'Whofe Anions arc 
inconfiftedtSiHthhis Principles, and who isconfcious that 
they are fcJ? ^The bare Inconfiftency of a Man's Principled 
with his AQTions catf t make a Man a Hypocrite, becaufe 
that Incoijiiftency may proceed from Ignorance, Inadvec* 
tency 4r M|ftake. And tho a Man that's guilty of thefe 
miy be a x^eak Man, yet no Man is a Hypocrite thro 
mere Weaknefs : And if Inconfiftency made a Hypocrite^, 
ilhew me that Man that's fincere. For fincethe Chriftiaa 
Principles are all good, no Man that profeffcs them can at all 
limes DC confident with 'em, but heihiat's perfeft. Hence 
it follows, that Malice and Defign.muft enter into the 
Character of a Hypocrite, and the Man'is Principles muft 
not only be inconfiftent with his Practices, or with fome 
other of his Principles, but he muft be confcious of that In- 
confiftericy. So that if it could be rtade out, agaidft what 
the Occafional Conform ifts have laid for the Confiftency 
of the practice of Occafional Conformity with their Prin- 
ciples, that 'tis inconfiftent with 'em ; yet till it can be 
made out, that they are felf-condemn'd and confcious of 
that Inconfiftency, itcan never be faid that they are Hy- 
pocrites.. If Inconfiftency S were the Teft of Hypocrites, 
the Diflenters think they mou'd not be the only Men that , 
cou'd not ftand it. And that if the pretended Inconfiften- 
cy of going fometimes to a Meeting and fometimes to a 
Church, were fufficient to prove a Diffeoter an Hypo- 
crite, going fometimes to a Cathedral and at others (0 a 
Parifli Church, fometimes to a Church fubject to Epifco- 
pai Jurifdiction, and fometimes to one exempt from it, 

^ wou'd 
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^t^^iMfd Tix the fame Cbara£ler upon a Chuith-mart. And 
I'm perfuaded, thoTome Perfons areptnsM tbftigcnatize 
tbeir Brethren in every breath with the blade Chftrader of 
a Hypocrite, for that which at moft can never be prov'd 
ib be more than a well-meant miftaken Prafiice ; yet it 
Wti^d hardly be born of the Diflenters, if they lliould deal 
as freely with their Brethren of the Church, and return 
this gocnTLanguage, for their taking Oaths upon the Ckxa* 
fion of a good Place, or a good Benefice : Or for their Aiy« 
ing, they are movM by the Holy Ghoft to take the Orders 
of aPrieft, thothey are never mov'd, but when a good 
Prtyifion (or a Title, as Histilt'd) movei^eoi at the fame 
time : Or for a Chapter's praying to <}e)d to naovc *em to 
choofc a proper- Perfoo to be a Bi(bop, when theCons^ 
d'cflirc don't leave 'em fo much room for a ChoKe^s^bo- 
tdn did his Fellow Traveller, when he gave himljbiviltd 
{^oofe whether he wouM have whdt he left him, or tiotit 
^atall. "' >■ 

Biit fuppofing that the Occafional Conformifts sire Hy^ 
pocrites, it does not follow, that they are tolofethe bene* 
fit of a. Toleration, unlefs they are injurious to the So« 
cifety, or feme Member of it. For Hypocrify is boO- 
vi/ Qfime, 'tis no Oflfence againft the Society ; and 
therefore 'tis not the Magiflrate's buOnefs to reftraih 
it by Taws and Penaltys. 'Tis an Offence againft 
God indeed, and won't fail of a juft Punifhment from 
him in this World or the next. But the Cognizance 
Trf it is not committed to the Magiftrate, any more than 
ihc Cognizance of Lying, of unclean Thooghts, Malice 
or Covetoufnefs, or of a thoufand other Crimes, which no 
State ever thought of reftraining by Laws and Penaltys. 
If Hypocrify conies to be immediately injurious to thfc 
Society, it then falls under the Magiftrate's notice : But 
*tis the Injury then that is punifh'd,* and not the Hypocri()r. 
And when the Occafional Confornuft fhall becoaje a

defend and blamM in the HofyScri^ur^s. For Noncod-

not a benumM or dead Member, which neceives none 
of that Influence from the Head, that dire£^s and governs, 
all the living ones. 

He may indeed endeavor to be fcrviceable to himfelf,. 
and ufeful to his Fellow- Members, in a way different: 
from fome others of 'em. But he's not mucaconccrnM 
at the Clamors raisM againft him for this Diffenttfe^ whrlft 
he don't manage it uncharitably : Since ^ differences of 
^ Gifts may. proceed from the fame Spirit^ and different 
^ Adpiniftrations from the fame Head and Lord : and all 
^ of 'em may be for the profit and advantage of the 
^ Whole. ' And if after all he (hould be mi(^aken ; and 
this Difference fhouldnot be fo ferviceable, as an entire 
Uniformity would be; yet he thinks a meer Miftakecon* 
cerning the befl: way or being ferviceable, can't rend and 
divide him from tnis myftical Community. And he's 
cRrifcious of no defign to difTervehis Fellow Members, or 
not to ferve 'em at all. For whence does it neqefiarily fol- i 
low» ^at a Diflenter manages his Differences from the 
EftabliQiM Church uncharitably, or that he has felfifh 
EndstoTerve by em; or that they proceed from oyer^ 
yXlvjiog hicpfelf, or undervaluing his Brother; froipber 
ingibhd'qf one Chriitian, or negleOiing, defpiHng, ; hat;* 
ing and envying another. * He that is uncharitable in

;/ they call the Mafier of the Houje Beelzebub^ how much 
wore thofe of lis llouJI)old^ Yet when we confider how 
much it concerns the Honour of our Mafter, and the ^ 
good of all, to preferve our Minifterial Fundion imma* 
culate (our good Names being, in that relation, as need- 
ful to others, as a good Confcience to our felves) we dare 
not but ftand by and aHert the Integrity of our Hearts, and 

the J 
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ihelnnocency of all our Adtpgs (io reftreoee |o tii^ 
King and Kiogdom) for which we are (o much calonmiat- 
ed and traduced. 

This we are comperd to at this time, becaufe there are 
many who very confidently (yet mofl: unjyftly) charge ip 
to have been formerly inftrumental toward the taking 9r 
way the Life of the King; And becaule alfb there are 
others, who in their fcurrilous Pa(quil$ and Libels (as well 
as with their virulent Tongues) reprefent us to the Worl^ 
as a bloodj feditiaus Se£f^ and traitermn ObJiruSars of. whit 
all the godly People of the Kingdom do e^rnefily dffke for 
eSMJbing of Religion and T^eace^ in that We ftick ^t the 

Execution of the King, while, yet we are (a$ they biHy 
affirm) content to have him conviSed and condemned. All 
which we muft, and do from our hearts difdaim, before 
the whole world. 

For when we did firft engage with the Parliament^ 
(which we did not till called thereunto) we did it w.it)i 
loyal Hearts and Affedion towards the King and his Pofte- 
rity 5 not intending the leaft burr to his Pexfoo, but tp 
ftop his Party from doing farther hurt to the Kingdom s 
not to bring his Majefty to Juftice, (as ibme bow (j^e^) 
but to put him into a better capacitv to do juftice : To r^- 
mcve the Wick§d from before bim^ that his Throne might be 
eSiabliJh^d in T^ghteoufnefs 3 not to dethrone and deftroy 
him, which (we much fear) is the ready way to the Df- 
firudion of all his Kingdoms. 

That which put any of us on at firfl: ipapjieaf Cc^ ihe 
Parliament was. The Proportions and Orders of the tufr4s 
and Commons in Parliament Qune 10. 1643.) .for bringing 
in of Mony and Plate, &c. wherein they alfured us that 
whatfbever (hould be brought in thereupon, (hould opt 
be at all employed upon any other occaiion, than to main- 
tain the ProteSant Religion^ the King\ ^uthoritj/^ his ^Pef^ 
fin and his Rojd Dignity^ thefreecourfeofjn^ice^ tbf hams 
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ofthLand^ the^eace of the Kiffgdp^^ and the Prwileget 
of Parliament^ againSiany Force tvhich pall opfdfi them. 

And in this we were daily confirmed and encouraged 
more and more by their many (ubfequent Declarations and 
Proteftations, which we held our felves bound to believe, 
knowing many of them to be gqdly and confcientious 
Mien, of publick Spirits, zealoufly promoting the com* 
tnongood, and labouring to free^bis Kingdom from Ty- 
ranny and Slavery, which fome evil Inftrumenis about the 
King endeavoured to bring upon the Nation. 

As for the prefent Aftings at WeSiminSier^ fince the 
time that fo many of the Mepbers Were by force fecluded, 
divers imprifoned, and others thereupon withdrew from 
xIk Houfe of Commons (aAd there not being that Con* 
junction of the two Houfes as heretofore) we are wholly 
unfatisfied therein, becau(e we conceive them to be fo fat 
from being warranted by lul^ierit. Aiithotity, as that ip 
our ^pprehehfions they tend to an adnal Alteration (rf 
not iSubverfipn) of that which the Honourable tioufe of 
Comfffonsy mihtXT DecUratioH ofApi'ilij. 1646. have 
'taught^ w to call the Fundamental ConSOtution and (Govern' 
fliint(ffih% Kingdom^ Whifch^hey ttierein^ffure lis '(if we 
uni^erRand them) they would never alter. 

Yea,' we hold our felves bound in duty to God, Reli- 
gion, the King, Parliament and Kingdom, to profels be- 
fore God, Angels and Men, that we verily believe that 
which is fo much feared to be now in agitation, t{|e tdfcfttff 
ato^ tiie life of tte i^fnff , in the prefent way of Trial, is, 
not only not agreeable to any Word of God, the Principles 
of theProteftant Religion (never yet ftained with the 
leaft drop of Blood of a King) or the fundamental Cda« 
ftitution and Government of this Kingdom 5, but contra- 
ry to them, as alfo to the Oa\h of Allegiance^ the Protiifa- 
turn of May 5. 1641. and the Solemn League and Co^ 
venant: from all or 'any of which Engagements^ we 
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know not any Power onBarth, able to abfottre us or orhen. 

In which laft, we have Tworn (foftl^ fimtHjai llftetl Up tO 
tfie mOS IHffi^ ^dD) That mjball withfinctritj, realitu and 
ctmftancj^ incur fiwral Vocations^ endeavour with our Efiates 
and Lruesy mutually to prefirve and defend tie Rights and Fri^ 
vileges of the Parliament^ and the Liberties of the Kingdoms^ 
and tofrefirve and defend the King^s Majefi/s Perfin and Au^ 
tbvrity^ inibe defence of the true Religion^ and Liberties oftbc^ 
Kingdoms : That the world may bear witnefs with our Cosifciences 
of our Loyalty^ and that we have no thoughts or intentions to di- 
minijb hs Majejlfs juSi power and greatHefs. 

And We are further tied by another Article of the fame 
Coljenant 5 ^ot to fuffer our felves^ direSly or indireSly^ by 
whatfiever combination^ perfwafion or terror^ to be divided or 
withdrawn from this blejffed Union and Conjunction^ whether to 
makf defeifion to the contrary party^ or to give ourfelves to a de^ 
tejiable indifferency or neutrality in this Caufe^whichjo much con^- 
cetns the glory of God ^ the good of the Kingdoms ^ and honour of 
the King : hntfiall all the days of our lives^ %eakufly and con^ 
fiantly continue therein againti all oppojition^ and promote the 
fame according to our power ^ againSi all lets and impediments 
whatfiever. And this we have not only taken our (elves, but 
iDoft of us have by command of the Parliament adminiftred 
it to others, whom we have thereby drawn in to be as deep 
as ourfelves in this publick Engagement. 

Therefore, according to that our COl)Cttattt, we do ki 
the Name of the Great God (to whom all muft give a ftrifl: 
account) warn and exhort all who either more immediate- 
ly belong to our refpeftive Charges, or any way depend on 
our Miniftry, or to whom we have adminiftred the faid (Jlth 
lintant (that we may not by our filence fuffer them to ran 
upon that highly provoking fin of Perjury) to keep clolelo 
the ways of God, and the rules of Keligion, the Laws, and 
their Vo ws,in their conftant maintaining the true Reformed 
Religion, the fundamental Conftitution and Government
